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Тһе 24th proved to be as empty a 
gesture as we expected. Our numbers 
seemed impressive until we saw that most 
of those people were there for their year- 
ly shower, trying to wash off some of 
their guilt at having done nothing to 
stand in the way of American murder in 
Asia. In Washington, monitors picked up 
litter along the route. And in San Fran- 
cisco we got along splendidly with the 
police. We did as much to end the war as 
150,000 Melvin Lairds. So where do we , 
go with our frustration? Will we let a 
little of it off by trashing some windows 
or private cars and ‘spending the next six 
months in court? Or will we find a way to 
build real momentum among Americans 
and against the war profit machine? 

The strategy for the Mayday actions in 
Berkeley, Oakland and San Francisco is 
an attempt at creating a new direction in 
the struggle. We plan to disrupt the slimy 
workings of the war machine and its 
managers while attracting the cogs of that 
machine (secretaries, shoppers, freaks, 
you) to a resistance that offers life as an 
alternative to the death that America 
vomits on us and the rest of the world. 

Specifically, the May tactics are as 
follows: We are urging you to get toge- 
ther with five or ten friends, talk about', 


the war, and decide which front you want 
to struggle on. Every kind of disruptive or 
educational tactic is lovingly welcomed. 
The tone of the demonstrations will be 
joyous and creative. Some ideas for small 
group action: talk to office workers, 
block entrances to war corporation build- 
ings, do educational street theatre, stink- 
bomb executives’ (not secretaries’) 
offices, tie up phone lines by calling pig 
companies and leaving the phone off the 
hook, clog parking garages, paint slogans 
on financial district walls. Our intention 
is to disrupt business as usual. You can 
help without endangering yourself, if you 
choose. We know that many people have 
been turned off to doing ongoing anti-war 
work because the movement sends out 
a tacitmessage: “If you ain't ready to off 
some pig then stay home, chicken-shit." 
We want to shatter the more-revolutión- 
ary-than-thou elitism of this stance. ANY- 
THING you can do is important. You can 
only do what you can do. EVERY front 
needs people. Don't use the feeling of not 
being militant enough as an excuse for 
doing nothing. The message of "You're 
not radical enough" is a guilt trip the 
movement lays on itself. OFF GUILT! 
Building toward the street actions, we 


will gather our forces and energy at the ' 


Free All Political Prisoners Rally Satur- 
day at Dolores Park in S.F. and a Solidar- 
ity Festival Sunday in Provo Park. At a 
time when the Soledad Brothers face 
death, when Los Siete are being but- 
chered in the streets, when Ruchell is 
shackled in chains at every court appear- 
ance, and when the “anti-war” movement 
boos our Chicano borthers off the plat- 
form for interrupting some music, it is 
essential that we mass together in a show 
of loving solidarity for our sisters and 
brothers imprisoned in the bowels of 
Amerika. The rally will begin at noon, 
with Ralph Abernathy, Julian Bond, and 
Mark Allen of Soledad Defense speaking. 
Following the rally will be a “tour” of 
downtown San Francisco in preparation 
for the May 5 action. 

On the 3rd and 4th we will legally and 
non-violently disrupt the normal activity 
of students (Berkeley on the 3rd) and 
shoppers (Oakland on the 4th) in order to 
educate them about the war and the 
war-making role of the institutions that 
dominate their lives, At the same time, 
we will use ACTION to disrupt the vile 
comings and goings of the executives that 
engineer the war and the domestic pover- 
ty and repression that are essential to the 
continuation of the war. In Berkeley, 


students and community people will rally 
at noon (Sproul) and then march to 
Department of Defense-financed research 
projects, to ROTC and to the administra- 
tion, presenting them with the Peace 
Treaty (negotiated last December in 
Hanoi by American students and the 
PRG, NLF and student unions of both 
North and South Vietnam). We will de- 
mand that they implement it immediate- 
ly. In Oakland, we will do the same with 
war-making corporations while wreaking 
a little non-violent havoc in banks, de- 
partment stores, and offices, and talking 
to shoppers and secretaries, We'll meet at 
10:30 in Lafayette Park (11th and Jeffer- 
son), disperse throughout downtown for 
the action, and regroup at 2:30 in the 
Park. Simultaneously, on the third and 
fourth, the Treaty will be presented to 
San Francisco corporations. 

Also, on the fourth, Berkeley high 
school students will carry out mill-ins, 
theatre, and informational leafletting all 
over downtown Berkeley. They will take 
the Treaty to department stores in the 
morning and return to mill-in at the 
stores that don't ratify it. They will mill- 
in at stores that sell war toys.

If by some unfortunate catastrophe, 
you are captured by the enemy, here is 
the number to call: 848-6637. 

This is the legal defense coordination 
mayday number. Write it on your arm, 
someplace where it won't get rubbed off. 
Yell out your name as soon as you get 
busted, or write down the names of other 
brothers and sisters who get busted and 
yell out their names. 

DON’T TALK TO THE PIGS You are 
only required to give them your name, 
and address. DO NOT discuss the circum- 
stances of your bust with anyone in jail 
(there will be lots of undercover freak 
pigs there who would love to talk to you 
about it). Call the defense office as soon 
as possible and give them your name, 
charges and bail, and the names of any- 
one you know who is injured. Remember 
phones are bugged at the jail. 

Ав soon as you are released come to 
the defense office at 2275 Shattuck (u- 
pstairs). They will need to talk to you 
about lawyers, depositions, etc. 

If you are a juvenile, you can only be 
released into the custody of a legal guar- 
dian or parent. You cannot be bailed out.

We have to stop coming to demonstra- 
tions as individuals. A demonstration is 
just like the rest of this society only 
(hopefully) more clearly focused. We 
know that as individuals we can’t survive, 
so it’s time we started showing up in 
affinity groups. 

The purpose of an affinity group is to 
provide protection for each other and to 
initiate coherent offensive action. The 
usual size of an affinity groups is from 
3-5 people with each person being respon- 
sible for another inside the group. 

With people watching out for one an- 
other, we don’t get lost in the crowd or 
isolated and ripped off by the pigs. It is 
also good to have one person who has a 
lot of street experience and whom every- 
one trusts to take leadership of the group. 
This person has to make the decision to 
split or not to split, which direction to 
go, etc. If someone is injured from your 
group, leadership should designate an- 
other person to take care of the injured 
and get he or she out of danger. It’s good 
if one person has primary responsibility 
for medical knowledge and equipment 
(see first aid section in this issue), al- 
though everyone should know the basic 
stuff. 

Always, always watch out for photo- 
graphers. Masks are good but they are 
also illegal. Mayday people suggest every- 
one wear jeans, workshirts and painted 
faces. The numbers of brothers and sisters 
convicted from pig апа straight press 
photos is rising.

Don't taxe Spray paint, дәре, or other 
things from people you don't know or 
trust. Don't feel guilty about this. It's 
better than a bust for conspiracy. If you 
are sure someone is a pig, tell people. 
Often they'll bust someone and come 
right back into the crowd. Blow their 
cover. Take their picture. Expose them or 
deal with them in other ways. 

From the Good Times last week: “Тһе 
pigs have something called a Police Net. 
The police pick out somebody in the 
crowd, then charge, people scatter, two 
or three cops grab this person while a 
handful of their fellow porkers scatter 
people and provide protection. An easy 
rip-off. Carlos Marighella says we must 
beware of this and must be alert at all 
times. A people's net must be set up. I 
quote him, "When the police designate 
certain of their men to go into the masses, 
to arrest a demonstrator, a larger goup of 
urban guerrillas must surround the police 
group, disarming and beating them and at 
the same time letting the prisoner escape." 

“Тһе only Hog people must NOT do 
is turn their backs and run. The pigs 
thrive on panic and confusion. If some 
hog grabs a sister or brother, pull that 
person deep within the crowd, distract 
the other pigs at the same time so as not 
toconcentrate on one person or on one 
segment of the crowd. 

“If you're in a situation where a cop is 
overpowering you, grab his nuts hard and 
pull or shove your hand up there as hará 
as you can, fingers extended and toge h- 
er..Then split, kicking the shins or jab- 
bing the eyes. Don't try punching iim in 
the chest, Don't let the cops isola-e you.”

The following information on clothing 
safety during a demonstration was com- 
piled from the first edition of Medical 
Cadre, The Bust Book (reprinted courtesy 
of Grove Press ine c. 1969, 1970 by Legal 
Rap) and the Good Times. 

The clothes you wear to any action 
should be unobirusive and protective. 
Long sleeved shirts, long pants, well bro- 
ken in boots or tennis shoes, a belt, and 
some sort of head protection is advisable. 
Covering your skin helps protect it from 
gas. Don’t wear new boots—you can’t 
afford blisters. A belt may be necessary as 
a tourniquet or a weapon. Gloves could 
be handy. 

Nothing should be worn around the 
neck, and never wear earrings. Tie your 
hair up—don’t give the pigs anything they 
сап grab. Bring a bandana or two, and a 
baggie with a wet cloth or cotton inside 
(this will help in gas attacks).

NLF troops have been working over- 
time in celebration of the coming May 
holidays. Last weekend they doubled 
their attacks in South Vietnam, causing 
heavy losses to the imperialists. They 
wrecked the biggest ammunition dump in 
the central part of the south for the third 
time since January. Fighting broke out in 
the Saigon suburbs for the first time in 
months. 

One rocket Tuesday scored a direct hit 
on a fuel storage tank at Da Nang, ignit- 
ing 35,000 gallons of jet fuel. At Qui 
Nhon, 700 tons of Saigon bombs blew 
up. The coordinated attacks are occuring 
up and down the length of the country. 

Right on to the spring Tet! 


Mayday means stopping business as 
usual until the implementation of the 
three demands. Stopping business as usual 
can mean many things. 

It can mean mass disruption of U.C., 
of downtown Oakland, and of downtown 
San Fran as planned for May 3rd, 
4th and 5th, 

In addition it can mean disrupting 
other war-involved repressive targets. Tar- 
gets that would be impractical to attack 
through mass action, but that could easily 
be hit by affinity groups, small groups of 
friends, or even individuals, using imagin- 
ative tactics. Some examples: tying up 
phone lines by leaving pay phones off 
ks о ntinup "

raging the straight media withcalls de- 


at 10 am., 12 am, and 2 pm. on the 3rd. 
and 4th and Sth. Any D.C. number сап 
be called- 1-202-xxx-xxxx. Think about 
the White House, Pentagon, FBI, CIA, 
etc. To avoid toll charges, hang up after a 
ring or two and immediately redial, or 
call collect. 

Think up your own tactics—the more 
creative the better. 

As to what targets, the Bay Area is 
literally infested with war-profiteering 
and pig agencies. For starters, there’s the 
Atomic Energy Commission building, 
Berkeley’s most dangerous and criminal 
institution. Then there’s the Oakland 
Army Base, Treasure Island (ARVN pup- 
pet officers are "trained" there), the Oak- 
land Induction Center, and the Port of 
Oakland. Or how about our dear depar- 
ting mayor Wallace Johnson's own Up- 
right’Scaffolding in Berkeley, giant con- 
tractor with the Pentagon. Or Food Ma- 
chinery Co. in Richmond, maker of frag- 
mentation bombs, napalm, and pesticides. 
Or the airlines (phone in your reserva- 
tions now). City, State and federal office 
buildings, like the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice. The list goes on and on—pick your 
favorite and strike! 

MAYDAY means acting on many lev- 
els—but above all it means acting. It is no. 
longer enough to be against the war, to be 
against repression, to be against poverty— 
our sisters and brothers are dying. We 
must begin to struggle on whatever level 
we “сап. Acting in unison we can be 
effective.

If I am going to be an unpaid extra in 
somebody's movie, I will pick a role in а 
festival movie over the Gala Extravaganza 
of Dissent one.

I hadn't been following the plans for 
the April 24th march. Like most TRIBE 
people I have a generalized contempt for 
Trot tactics, but since I hardly ever talk 
to them, or about them, sometimes I 
forget exactly why the Trots are sup- 
posedly so fucked up. So when the Good 
Times came out last week, I thought their 
coverage of the upcoming march was 
great-they made fun of the Trots, but 
gave people the information they would 
need if they were going to march. The 
TRIBE essentially ignored the whole 
affair, which seemed to me irresponsible 
for a newspaper, and symptomatic of the 
TRIBE's not always relating to things 
going on in the Bay Area, and the 
TRIBE's sometimes-feeling of political 
superiority.

I looked behind me and there was a 
big banner “JEWISH LIBERATION 
ALLIANCE”, with stars of David, peace 
signs, women’s signs, Israeli flags. That’s 
really a weird understanding of imperial- 
ism— Israeli nationalism and peace in 
Indochina. So I was at the march for two 
minutes and one concrete political reason 
why the Trots were fucked up was al- 
ready clear: they were trying to create 
unity at the cost of coherent politics.

live here. 

I also decided that I would have to try 
to implement these ideas. But I didn’t 
know what information to investigate 
since there didn’t seem to be anything in 
Berkeley. The election suggested vitality 
of some sort but electoral politics doesn’t 
involve many people on a long-time, regu- 
lar basis. In short, I had the impression 
that Berkeley was a burnt-out city, full of 
transients and jaded pros. So I decided to 
go around: and! talk to people in some of 
the: “blocks.” 

What I discovered in the Flatlands 
Neighborhood (roughly Grove to Jeffer- 
son and Dwight Way to Bancroft) has 
changed my thinking. For the first time 
in over a year I met people who are 
taking control of their lives and feel posi- 
tive about their lives. 

Here is a description of some of the 
things happening in the Flatlands, CHILD 
CARE. There are lots of children, and 
their mothers are offered child care four 
times a week. A weekly meeting offers 
people a chance to discuss ways of 
improving and expanding child care. 
NEWSPAPER, A monthly mimeographed 
forum and information service called 
ALL TOGETHER is published. MOVIES, 
courtesy Solidarity Films, are shown per- 
iodically, followed by discussion, WO- 
MEN ,meet; in small groups and are be- 
ginning to share a weekly brunch. MEN 
are also meeting and there is a desire to 
join groups on some occasions. A FIRST 


‘AID CLASS taught by a nurse deals with’ 


general first aid (especially for children) 
as well as explores disastrous situations 
(earthquake and riot). There is a fabulous 
park on Roosevelt, and vegetable gardens 
around, Women are organizing a SISTER

on correspondence with Vietnamese, 
About 50 Flatlanders went together to 
San Francisco and marched under their 
banner on April 24th—the enthusiasm for 
the march was high and many normally 
apolitical people participated.

there and I am aware spoke with 
only a handful of people none of whom 
pretended to speak for others in the 
neighborhood. 

What impressed me was that none of 
the people I spoke to are politicos: no 
heavies organizing some enormous move- 
ment—just people organizing themselves. 
There are some former politicos in the 
area and I sense that under the influence 
of other people they are struggling hon- 
estly with elitist attitudes and practice. 
What happened was the emergence of for- 
merly non-active people who made a 
commitment to stay and struggle with the 
problems and the first thing that evolved 
was refusing to let responsibility fall to 
“leaders”. 

My spirits were raised by their deter- 
mination to make it work and the aware- 
ness that their labor is already paying off 
in daily life. 1 felt about the Flatlanders 
the same glow I felt after hearing reports 
from people who visit North Vietnam. 
But as one brother warned me, we must 
guard against creating a myth about the 
Flatlands as happened with the 2000 
block of Channing Way. What is һарреп- 
ing is solid, not easy or spectacular ; and 
still a lot of people in the area do not 
participate. 

Many of us have lost sight of the revo- 
lution in the past year as the repression 
mounts and the solution becomes all for a 
few and nothing for most. Spirits have 
been low, but I personally feel less 
anxious about the future now that I 
know some people who have found the 
present again. 

Originally I wanted to visit all parts of 
Berkeley to get an overview and to begin 
in the pages of the TRIBEja forum of dis- 
cussion and a flow of community news 
among the various blocks. I won't pro- 
mise another rundown of another block 
next week because I realize that I don't 
know what form of information service 
would be most useful. More people than 
me will have to evaluate that possibility 
and find a format to achieve it. 


"Tommy", the Rock Opera, was real- 
ized in ballet form at Lone Mountain 
College last week. lts surging power 
knocked me on my ass. | came a little 
late. Because of that (or, perhaps because 
the Tribe had forgotten to include the 
show in George) I had to sit on the floor. 
I came close to getting up and dancing 
with the troupe. The only thing holding 
me back was a bourgeois feeling that I 
would make an ass of myself. In truth, 
the audience was sufficiently bourgeois to 
believe in that kind of humiliation. (I'm 
straying from the topic. This grass...) 

As you all know, “Tommy” is the 
story of a deaf, dumb and blind boy who 
becomes a rock and roll messiah and is 
finally rejected by his disciples for being a 
Stalinist ("We're not gonna take it...”). 
It's presented here with four vocalists (2 
women, 2 men), and a seven-piece band 
including guitar, bass, organ, piano and 
drums (all played by men), and a dance 
company of 24 (coed), all of which were 
brought together for the purpose of this 
production,

”, the band chose to reproduce 
faithfully the music of the Who. Even the 
vocalists recreate Roger Daltry’s and Pete 
Townshend's sound authentically, down 
to the tender irony of the "seemefeel- 
metouchmehealme’s”.

Texaco's Seattle office was smeared 
with crankcase oil Tuesday, after 200 
birds died as a result of diesel oil spilling 
into the Puget Sound instead of being 
loaded on a barge.

Well, over 280 birds are still being fed, 
given medication, and rehabilitated at the 
Richmond Bird Center (1414 South 10th 
St.—tele.

Getting the birds back to normalcy is 
now up to the people.

Many people at the TRIBE see Mayday as а time for motion; motion in many 
forms. We see Mayday as a 24 hour a day thing, all day and all night, starting with the 
activities planned for May 1-5. However, Mayday is more than the planned, daytime 
demonstrations. Mayday is also the nighttime. It is 3:00 a.m.. Mayday is a TOTAL 
thing. For this reason we think that it would be progressive and downright far-out if 
people who are into it and prepared for it engage in other, more militant tactics away 
from the demonstrations, at night. 

We do not see firebombing as a “glorious” or "super-heavy" thing to do. It is one of 
many progressive political acts of disruption against U.S. imperialism. Clearly, it alone 
will not bring down the empire. We will not be able to smash the government building 
by building. However, coordinated disruption at ALL levels will put a great amount of 
pressure on the forces that commit the numerous atrocities for which the U.S. 
Government is responsible. 

A great deal of caution must be used if you are considering using the weapons and 
tactics presented here. People must excercise both political and physical caution. 
Politically, you should fully understand your motives for engaging in guerilla actions, 
Some people may be tempted to try these actions out of excitement or macho 
glamour, If you act out of these motives, you're going to either fail, or seriously injure 
brothers and sisters. Also, people should have a good political understanding of what 
targets to attack. Indiscriminate bombings are useless. Why take the effort and the risk 
to engage in these actions if all you're going to do is burn down something on the level 
of a barber shop or candy store?

A. Materials Used:

In order to use some of the tactics and weapons in a safe and politically effective 
‚ the action must be prepared down to the smallest details. There аге lots of little 
things that can fuck it all up. Make sure your driver has a valid license, that the car is 
in good working order, that you know the streets around the target area, Visit the area 
for a while during the time you want to move to see what kind of night activity there 
may be. If you are working inside а building, have a lookout or two outside with 
walkie-talkie communication or pre-arranged signals. Set up a place to re-group if you 
all have to split. 

It’s really important that you know the people you are working with well; know 
their politics and especially how they react to tension. You should all be friends, and 
there should not be an undercurrent of friction among anybody. Competition among 
the people is very destructive. Personal hassles can wreck an action, no matter now 
together the politics and the technical skills are. 

This is not meant to be the last word on planning covert actions. As you try them, 
you will learn all kinds of hints, tips and warnings. Mainly what we want to convey is 
that firebombing or stinkbombing are not HEAVY UNDERGROUND actions. They 
can and are being done every night by revolutionary kids all over the country, and 
they don’t have to have plastic surgery or change their identities to get away with it.

are most generally used because of their heavy, 
lingering, disagreeable odor and the difficulty 
of getting rid of it. 
1. VALERIAN PREPARATIONS. Most com- 
monly used- Valerian itself consists of the rhi- 
zome and roots of Valeriana officinalis, a larger 
perennial plant of which there are two varieties, 
The Kuropean or Asiatic is cultivated to some 
extent in the US. Valerian has a strong charac- 
teristic disagreeable odor. The most common 
valerian preparations used for stink bombs, and 
easily obtainable from chemical supply houses

B. Preparation of the Bombs: 
The following methods have been used in 
preparing powdered valerian, zinc valerate, and 
the valeric acid for use in stink bombs. 
1. The powder is dissolved in a small quantity 
of alcohol or ether, or 
2. The powder may be mixed with warm 
water only. . 
3. Another method is to mix the valerian 
preparations with water and put the mixture 
into а glass container. Some ether is then 
carefully poured on top of it so that it remains 
UNMIXED, thus preventing the valerian fumes 
escaping around the cork or stopper. 
The mixing is generallp done in a thin. 
bottle, a vial or the glass container of a thermos 
bottle, The container is corked, sealed with 
wax, carried to the target area, and thrown with 
enough force to break it. In the case of a 
thermos bottle, the outer protection is dis- 
carded. 
5. Cases are also known in which the obnox- 


This device is good for inside offices when 
burning papers, files, etc. 

1. Fill plastic baggies with gasoline, tie with 
rubber bands. 

2. Wet strips of cotten sheet with gas. 

3. Arrange cloth strips around desk, floor, 
etc. Place full, tied baggies around, on or near 
the cloth. (see diagram a) 

4. Somewhere along the cloth, place lit cigar- 
ette-match book fuse. (see diagram b) 


= Fire. 


NOTES: 
1. Cigarette should be lit and fuse assembled 
and placed by a person who has NOT handled 
the gas baggies or cloth. 

2. Practice with the fuse beforehand to get 
the timing you want. You can cut the cigarette 
for a shorter time, Use unfiltered cigarettes.

ious liquid has been put in a bottle with a 
fulminating cap and a short piece of fuse. 

6. Concentrated sulfuric acid and tincture of 
valerian are put in the stink bomb bottle, the 
tincture of valerian rising to the top. Two strips 
of zinc plate (like in batteries) are inserted in 
that part of the cork which goes inside the 
bottle, and when the bottle is tipped on its side, 
the sulphuric acid will spill onto the zinc plates 
and hydrogen will be produced. The pressure of 
the gas causes the bottle to explode in from 10 
to 15 minutes. 

7. Sometimes, instead of using bombs, the 
powdered or crystallized substance is scattered 
on the floor about the revolving door of the 
entrance, and as persons enter through the 
door, the powder or its odor is taken up by the 
air current and carried all over the building. 

8. Certain staining chemicals are sometimes 
added to cause damage in addition to the 
disagreeable odor. Sometimes strong ammonia 
is put in а separcte vial which is broken at the 
same time. As a result of the ammonia fumes, 
the occupants of the premises may also suffer 
from severe smarting of the eyes.

3. Pour gasoline into the large (one quart) bottle until it is approx. 2/3 ful 

4. Add concentrated sulfuric acid to the gas slowly until it is one or two inches from the top. Put 
stopper on bottle. 

5. Wash the outside of the bottle carefully with clear water—otherwise the bottle may be 
dangerous to handle. 

6. Wrap a clean cloth or several sheets of paper around the outside of the bottle. Tie with string 


or rubber bands. (see diagram) 

7. Dissolve 1.2 cups (100 grams) of potassium chlorate and the same amount of sugar іп опе cup 
of boiling water. 

8. Allow this solution to cool, pou 
should be approx. 2/3 crystal and 1/3 liquid. If there is more liquid than 
before using. 

CAUTION: Store this bottle separately from the other bottle. 


nto the small bottle and cap lightly. The cooled solution 
pour off excess 


How to Use: 

1. Shake the small bottle to mix contents and pour onto the cloth or paper around the large 
bottle. Bottle can then be used wet or after solution is dried. However the dried sugar-potassium 
chlorate is very sensitive to spark or flame and should be handled accordingly. 

2. Throw or launch the bottle. When the bottle breaks against a hard surface the fuel will ignite. 
Note: This procedure involves a little more preparation than some firebombs, but it is safer because 
you do not light it before your throw it, so there is no chance of it burning the person throwing it. 
NO SMOKING and DON'T DROP IT! 
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A butterfly bandage сап be made 
from an ordinary band-aid cut as 
shown; then stretched tightly over a 
laceration to draw the wound to- 
gether & minimize the possibility of 
the wound drawing apart. again, It 
should be covered with a pressure 
bandage.

A. SYMPTOMS — nausea, pallour, 
cold & clammy skin, weak & rap- 
id pulse, shallow & irregular 
breathing, mental confusion 

B. CAUSE — mental shocks, loss of 
blood, pain, injury, fright, un- 
pleasant sights, sounds or odors. 

C. TREATMENT — shock is a сіг- 
culatory failure or collapse, a 
general slowing of the bodily 
functions, & is a major danger. 
The person must be kept warm, 
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n's chin & force head back 
as far as possible, &, plugging 
nose with your free hand, com 
pletely cover victim's mouth 
with your mouth, exhale into it 
until the victim's chest rises, then 
let his chest fall. Repeat 12-15 
times per minute. Continue until 
victim resumes breathing on his 
own. Treat for shock, check for 
further injuries, do not admini- 
ster drugs or alcohol. Prevent vic- 
tim from aspirating (breathing 
up) further vomit, blood or any 
foreign matter.

If it's just broken teeth, wash the 
mouth out with water & treat for 
shock. If it's an injury to the jaw, 
treat for shock, prevent aspira- 
tion of blood & get a doctor as 


fast as you can.

The main cause of shock in street 
actions is a combination of fear & 
pain. Shock can'be prevented by 
talking to the person constantly, in- 
volving him in what you're doing 
and allaying his fears—act as if all 
injured people were very young.
